|NO EXECUTIONS 
IN U. S. ARMY; 
SPY TRIAL 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—Not a 
single member of the American army 
has been ppt to death since the begin- 
ning of the war because of the com- 
mission of a purely military offense, 
Maj. Gen. Crowder, judge advocate gen- 
eral, declared in his annual report to- 
day to Secretary Baker. 
saaid this fact is the outstanding fea- 
ture of his report. 
“Very fow death sente 
imposed,” he said, ‘and none of those 
imposed for purely military offenses 
have been carried into execution.” 

Records of the judge advocate gen- 
eral’s office show that 12,357 officers 
and men were brought before general 
court martial, of whom 10,873, or 88& 
per cent, were convicted. More than 
half the charges against officers were 
listed under three heads: Absent with- 
out leave, drunkenness, and conguct 


unbecoming an officer. 


The report shows that one enlisted 
man was tried and convicted of “being” 
a spy” and that 773 then were convicted 


of sleeping on post.

CONGRESS AND RECONSTRUCTION. 

The present administration passed through three 
yéars of the world war without lifting a finger to 
prepare. It passed through a year and a half of 
War conditions in this country without lifting a 
fifiger to préparé for readjustrnent. Unready for 
war, it is equally unready for peace, and at the 
threshold of the period of restoration its leaders, 
ftom the president dowh, lightly inform the nation 
that there is nothing to do but resume normal con- 
ditions. 

In every country of Burope involved in the war 
there have been established almost from the first 
elaborate agencies for the study of the problems of 
réstoration and for directing the resources of the 
nations back into the channels of normal activity. 
The French government has just announced the 
création of @ ministry of reconstruction. British 
plans are far advanced and are made one of the 
chief concerns of the government. 


But Mr. Wilson, Mr. Redfield, Mr. Baker tell us 


that we need no planning and no aid from govern- 
ment. Retosstfuction, Says the profound Mr. Red- 
field, is largely mental. We recall Mr. o 
theory that the business depression of the first 
years of his administration was “ psychological.” 


Sq We are invited to shift for ourselves. All is 


for the best in this best of all — Worlds, say 
our éfficial Pangiosses. 

THié policy is charactéristic of thie present adinin- 
istration, and of the lack of grasp of business con- 
ditions, problems, and needs and of its larger ar- 
tieulation it has shown repeatedly. But it is no | 
consolation to the industry of the country that the 
policy of drift is not fovel. What is of poignant 
concerh is Whether cofetéds and other agencies 
can. be relied upon to give the assistance the ex- 
ecutive branch neglects.

OUR SOLDIERS IN RUSSIA. 


Mr. Ackerman reports from Omsk, via Viadivos- 
tok, that the Czechs will have to retire from Russia 
unless sufficient aid is givtén them to overthrow the 
Belsheviki by spring. The Czechs are asking 


whether that aid will be forthcoming, and from 


sme of Our representatives they have received an 


‘affirmative answer and from others a negative one. 


_ In this country our information as to the Amer- 
idan policy in Russia is just as chadtic. Even 
members of the foreign relations committee of the 
s@nate are said to be kept in ignorance. There is 
no information available as to the number of troops 
in Russia, nor as to the precise pufposes for which 
they are being used. 

In the meantime a few news dispatches trickle 
through, giving us &@ glimpse of how our men are 
being sacrificed for want of sufficient force. A dis- 
patch from Archangel the other day told of an en- 
counter between an American Cavalry patrol of 
s@€venty soldiers an@ “a tenfold superior force of 
Bolsheviki.” Our soldiers were surrounded, but, as 
we might expect, fought their way out, “not, how- 
ever, without a number of casualties. One lieu- 
tenant and twelve soldiers were reported killed. 

This seems to be typical of the kind of fighting 
that is going on in Russia. A mother, whose son, 
ani officer, is one of that “thin line of Americans,” 
has written to Tun TRIBUNE to make a plea for those 
men who are #06 heroically resisting great odds 
~——these then who seem almost to have been for- 
gotten. We may sympathize with her anxiety, for 
our troops in Russia seem to have been shamefully 
neglected. 

Tf it is worth while to conduct military opera: 
tions in Russia it is surely worth while to conduct 
them according to efficient military methods. To 
allow our men,to be overwhelmed by superior 
forces will not establish our benevolent intentions 
toward the Russian people any more than it will 
maintain our prestige. Certain critics have assert- 
e@ that the situation is a repetition of our activi- 
‘ties in Mexico. We are not accomplishing any 
more in Russia than we accomplished below the 
ecuthern border, and the possibilities for misfor- 
tune and even disaster are infinitely greater in that 
Bolshevik ridden land. 

But it is a serious question whether we should 
send our troops in Russia at all. The original pur- 
pose, according to the announcemént, was to pre- 
vent Russia from being further exploited by the 
Germans. That menace is definitely passed; the 
Germans have enough troubles of their own. - 

What do we propose to do now? Overthrow the 
Bolsheviste? And for what purpose? Are we 
sacrificing our soldiers, for example, to validate 
Russian bends held by foreign nations? 

These and like questions will continue to be 


, asked until definite assurances are given and a 
' definite statement of policy is made. In the mean- 


time there will be more than a disposition to be- 
Heve that the present situation involves a wan- 
“ten sacrifice of American soldiers. In so far as 
we have been permitted to penetrate the mystery 
Of Russian affairs it is difficu:t to see how Ameri. 
interests demand or justify further military 
operGtions by American troops in Russia. There
